Wbat is 4 buman body? Why n per- 
sou weighing 154 pounds is an emrodi- 
ment of 116 pounds of water nud 858 ol 
dry mutter, Now, is it the water or 
the dry matter that passes away and 
becomes embodied in the “fertile soils 
of the summer land?” We bardly 
think it is the phosphates, aod as for 
the watery part, which ls principally a 
compound of oxygen and bydrogen, 
while it may evaporate and become a 
portion of the atmosphere, itis not more 
likely to return again, in the form of 
spray, mist or rain, thun to be cast out 
ot its aerial position into the indefinable 
void of space, 

Water enters largely into the muke- 
up of all organlo bodies. Atmospheric 
air contains five graius of water to every 
cubic foot of its bulk. ‘Lhe potato, in its 
raw state, contains seventy-five 
cent. of water, while turnips embrace 
over ninety. Of the class of sea ani- 
mals known as Meducae, it is estimated 
that at least 99-100 of their entire bodily 
structure by weight consists of water, 
They bave, therefore, not inaptly been 
termed ‘iving forms of water.” 

In alluding to this bighly Interestin 
sulject, that pleasing writer, Mr. Joh 
Burroughs, very aptly says: 

“It is much more likely that Caesar 
will flow out of a bunghole than any 
part of bis remains will ever stop one 
Our life is indeed a vapor, a little mois 
ture condensed upon a paue. We carry 
ourselves in a vial. Cleave the flesh, 
aud how quickly we spiil out, Man be- 
gius us bis life lasts. His food is milk; 
so İs his last and ull between. He con- 
stantly absorbs and assimilates liquid 
nutriment. The same is true of all or 
ganic nature. It is water-power tbat 
makes every wheel move, Without 
this great solvent there could be no 
life.”

The dissolution of veget 
able and animal bodies fills the subsira- 
tums of the air with certain forms of 
matter in the gaseous state, And these 
are purified by their uction aud gubjec- 
tion to varyiog temperatures, and in 
due time they return to supply the 
needs of similar organizations, ¢ 

The amount of matter Which annu- 
ally changes from the organic to the 
gaseous state, and Visa versa, from the 
gaseous or invisible to the structural or 
tangible condition upon earth, bas been 
computed at  27,000,000,000,000,000 — 
twenty-seven quadrillions of cable feet 
—of aerial substance. 

Toe system of nutural change which 
all organic atoms undergo, in passing 
from (he gaseous to the structural con- 
dition and back again, is both wonder- 
ful und surprising. When we observe 
aud handle matter in its solid condition 
we can burdly realize that if original 
stale was, purely, that of a fluid, and 
that all visible things are developed as

veals the important as well as interest- 
ing fact, that even in its most attenua- 
- | ted state, matter ix still uudergeing va- 
tious changes, It is & principle govern- 
jug all substance that activity is pro- 
ductive of transformation and divers: 
ity, but this does not imply the uulimi- 
ted removal of matter from place to 
place. Itis simply purified and restored 
within certain assigned limits. 

There is no possibility of matter es- 
caping feom its fixed place, or position, 
as determined by its condition aod the 
influeuce of gravity. It may rise or 
fall us a result of the divisibility or con- 
centration of atoms, but even then, like 
the stretch ip a rubber string, there is a 
limit to its power of expansiou and 
surinkage. ‘The emanations from de- 
cumposiug human bodies could not, it 
would thus appear, pass away iuto space 
either in streams or diffusion, in any 
appreciable quantity, aud this fact is 
reudered douuly certain when we reflect 
that space is a void known to be occu- 
pied only by a class of radient ethers, 
like, heat, light and magnetism. 

Tosuppose that animal matter, which, 
iu itself, is vol of the most refined char- 
ucter, is likely to ascend to the outer 
boundary of tbis earth’s atmosphere, 
and from thence pass away, in great 

rivers into space, would be quite às ab- 
surd as lo suppose that water would run 
Lup bill, or that cream would uccumu- 
late on the bottom of a pan of milk. 

It is impossible for the lower and 
grosser portions of the surrounding air, 
to rise up anu occupy the place of the 
more attenuated eleweuts upon its out- 
er borders. But admitting for the sake 
of argument, that certain mutter is el- 
iminuted from our atmosphere, in the 
form of vast seams from tbe polar re 
gions, as claimel by Mr. Davis, are we 
making the case any better? 

It would seem nol! Tbe compressi- 
bility of matter appears to be its coerced 
property. Its natural tendency is to ex- 
pansion and diffusion, Matter organ- 
yzes aud solidities under the influence of 
the law of gravity and as the result of 
certain assimulative sympathies, Itre- 
mains, however, but a brief period in 
the state of organic or functional con- 
finement. Its service is soon ended and 
it returus to its original, gaseous condi- 
tion. 

In view of this tendency of matter 
to “go and come,’? as it were, 
in the production of life-forms and 
the maintainance of an atmosphere of 
a fixed and constant quality, it 
would hardly seem consistent to 
admit of an incessant loss, from the 
latter of the very elements which are 
required to produce and support these 
organizations, But admitting that the 
greater part of the elements, emanating 
from human bodies in a state of decom- 
position, pass away from the earth, 
would they not become diffused through 
space, as they are in the atmosphere 
about us, iustead of passing away in the 
form of celestial rivers” to regions far 
beyond the milky-way. 

The atmosphere, acccording to Prof. 
Kane's Analytical Chemistry, is made 
up of two principle forms of matter— 
oxy gen and ultrogen—with slight traces 
of carbon and hydrogen. Of these ele- 
ments two, oxygen aud bydrogen, give 
rise to water, while oxygen, silicon, 
alluminum, calcium, potassium, sodium, 
chlorine and iroun compose the great 
rock masses of the earth. In the com- 
position of animal and vegetable struc- 
tures these elements also abound eliher 
in simple or complicsted combination 
and use. 

Thus we see that the component ele- 
ments of earth und air, and all living 
things, are the product of but very few 
elementary substances, These are oxy- 
gen, hydrogen, carbon and nitrogen, 
with slight indications of the pre-ence 
of other infused fluids, Ali the differ- 
ences which exist In the appearance 
und properties of organized forms are 
due either to A variation in the numbers 
of combining atoms of which they are 
composed, or to some variation in the 
grouping of their constituent molecules 
as respects euch other, 

Mr. Davis claims, if we do not mis- 
take bia meaning, that animal mutter 
from the human body is ofa higher and 
more refined nature than tbat which 
emanates from the sub kingdoms of 
creation, aud thatit is ouly this superior 
kind or quality of matter that enters 
Íu to the soils and other productions of 
the summer land. 

Now, such an idea is altogether un- 
tenable, It is jn direat eontlict with the 
established teachings of aclence. Prof, 
David A Weills, to bls “Organic Chem- 
istry,” says: 

“Inasmuch as all animals derive their 
sustenance, either directly or Indirectly, 
from the vegetable kingdom, the ele- 
mente which euter into thelr composi- 
Uon are essentially (he same as those 
contained in plants.” j 
So far as respiration is concerned, It lIs 
a very easy matter to understand that 
all plants and anlusals, including mar 
breathe und receive sustal ene! 
from the sume atmosphere.

fit has been a serious question with chem- 
ists as to whether there really Is more than 
One or two original elements. Prof. Lock- 
year thinks bydrogen is the great primary 
substance of the universe. A few years ago 
it was not thought possible to reduce the 
gases to the liquid or solid state. Now, bow- 
éver, most of them have been so changed by 
artificlal methods. Even oxygen has been 
recuced toa visible form. With such opin- 
ions and evidences of progress in the field of 
chemical sclence, we are reminded of the 
necessity of being very modest in our claims 
in regard to the nature or make-up of mate- 
rial things,

An Indignation Meeting of Birds. 
A True Story. 
HY PROF. SAMUEL LOCKWOOD, 


Much bas been said on reasoning by 
animals, Of the fact there can be no 
doubt; of its nature too little is known. 
But I think still less Is known of the 
emotions of animals. Take sn affec- 
tionate dog; how he suffers from jeal- 
ousy! Our little Prince was completely 
miserable if his mistress took the neigh- 
bor’s baby on ber lap. 

Several times I have been an eye- 
witness to an emotion of high order 
among the birds—namely, auonelths 
with other birds in distress, Yes, and 
though it may challenge belief, I did 
once, to my own grief, see a gathering 
of wild birds for sympathy and indig- 


nation. 

But if it is to be credited, I must nar- 
rate the particulars. 

When a college student I was taken 
ill in my Sophomore , and, gainin, 
strength bat slowly the crisis bad 
away, the doctor ordered me 

nto the country away from my bouks. 

I boarded at a farm house, and gave 
myself entirely oF to 
fieids—in a word, I devoted myself to 
Nature’s book. 

Throvgb an entire summer I studied 
lovingly the ways of the birds. I even 
determined to raise some young thrush- 
es and take them with me to my city 
home in the fall. 

My selection was a nest of brown 
tbrushes, It was in a thick mass of 
bushes in aswamp. It was an entangle- 


ment of wild growth, almost impene- 


trable, 

Every day 1 watched, from the eggs 
to the callow young. I resolved to 
allow the old birds two weeks; then I 
would assume the raising of the young 


ones. 
At last the day came, and all m 
preparations were made. Taking with 
me a cage, | worked my way through 
the dense undergrowth, Very carefully 
I removed the nest, and was trying to 

t it into the cage, when the female 

rd arrived. She uttered a cry, almost 
ashriek, and disppeared, but returned 
immediately with her mate. 

The two birds made a wild effort to 
drive me away, even flying at me 
with every demonstration of rage and 
Then to my surprise, they 
both left. 

I now felt so mean and bad, that I at 
once set about putting the nest back in 
the bush; but it gave me a good deal of 
trouble, as I could not make it stay in 


its i 

What now? The two old birds are 
back, accompanied by a whole bevy of 
wild birds. The entire coppice is alive 
with birds, They seem bent upon pick- 
ing my eyes out. Ihave to screen my 
face by holding the cage before it. 

As to these birds—their number and 
variety aud conduct—altogether it was 
an extraordinary scene. I do not think 
my imagination was at fault, but it 
seemed to me there were at least fifty 
of these indignant litde bodies, and 
perhaps a dozen species, some flying at 
me, and all making angry demonstra- 
tions. 

There were brown thrushes, song 
thrushes, cat birds, and several of the 
warblers, Such an uproar—mewing, 
shrieking, twittering, and otber cries— 
a babel of bird sounds! It all meant 
distress and rage, Butsuch a mix up! 
All talked at once. The one keynote 
of the discord was distress and indigna 
tion. 

I got out of that swamp a wiser and 
better youth. My conscience smote me, 
and my only solace lay in the thought 
that I had done my best to undo the 
mischief I had wrought. 

The next morning I again went to 
‘theswamp to see how matters stood. 
How softly I worked my way tbrough 
‘the bushes! How deathly still every- 
thing was! The young birds bad gone.

dium can work. Meanwhile they have 
enjoyed a barce subsistence, Isit a money- 
making scheme ? 

There is no work more exhausting ; no 
work which subjects the toiler to greater 
inconvenience ; no work which is more 
wearing upon the brain and nerve forces ; 
no work which the community more in 
considerately demands or less adequately 
compensates. Were its cost doubled the 
whole proceeds would amount to only a 
pittance, and in no business sense would it 
then be remuneration, Those who enjoy 
its benefits should be ashamed of the cal- 
culation which counts the coppers in the 
poor dole which they look upon as its 
“cost.”
